"We have people 
who will drive an hour just to come because it's not really 
offered in [their] area." 

The Young Athletes Program is free to 
participants.

A member of the wading family, the great blue 
heron is classified in the heron family Ardeidae along 
with local bitterns and egrets. 

At the turn of the century, their numbers 
decreased from use of pesticides, industrial chemicals in 
the food chain, wetland draining, nesting tree cutting, and 
housing developments. 

Today, they have rebounded to be abundant here 
year round and across New England in fresh water ponds, 
lakes, and streams. 

Their stealthy predation acumen includes taking 
frogs, snakes, salamanders, furtles, and small birds, all fed 
to their young by regurgitation. 

They usually nest in trees with large platforms of 
sticks used several years in a row. They breed in colonies 
with ceremonial mating displays by ruffling feathers and 
stretching necks upward with beak pointing to the sky 
after flying in circles around each other while snapping 
their bills to get attention.

Yard Boss Settles Defamation Suit With Town

Mattapoisett-based landscaping company Yard 
Boss has settled a Superior Court defamation lawsuit 
against two Mattapoisett town officials. Conservation 
Commission Chairman Bob Rogers and Conservation 
Agent Elizabeth Leidhold, according to a statement 
released by Yard Boss' attorney Michael Franco of 
Beauregard, Burke, & Franco on February 14. 

The lawsuit stems from accusations made by 
Rogers and Leidhold that Yard Boss had been illegally 
and/ or unethically withdrawing water from the 
Mattapoisett River at the town landing for business use.

a number of commenfs in public abouf Yard Boss, 
especially owner Todd Rodrigues, accusing him of 
wrongdoing. The town lafer learned fhaf there were 
no existing bylaws that would restrict Yard Boss from 
withdrawing water from the river, until Town Meeting in 
2016 adopted such a bylaw. 

According to the released statement, the Town 
of Mattapoisett agreed to a statement in cormection with 
the settlement, which was signed by Town Administrator 
Michael Gagne on January 10 and approved and 
authorized by the Board of Selectmen. The statement 
reads: 

"The Superior Court lawsuit brought by Yard 
Boss Landscape Design, LLC against Robert Rogers and 
Elizabeth Leidhold has been resolved in a negotiated 
settlement with no admission of liability or wrongdoing 
by any party. The Town of Mattapoisett acknowledges 
that Yard Boss did not engage in any illegality or 
wrongdoing in connection with its past withdrawal 
of water from Mattapoisett riverways for purposes of 
its hydro-seeding activities. The Town of Mattapoisett 
regrets the difficulties that this situation may have created 
for Yard Boss." 

The Town will have to pay $9,800 for attorneys 
fees and fees incurred in cormection with the lawsuit. 

In a statement, Mr. Rodrigues said, "1 enjoy 
being in Mattapoisett. It's a great Town. 1 have no desire 
to hurt the Town financially, so I am pleased that we

During her budget presentation to the 
Mattapoisett Finance Committee on February 8, Library 
Director Susan Pizzolato spoke to that issue. 

Pizzolato discussed her participation in the 
Healthy Tri-Town Coalition, a group directed by ORR

community, and provides confidential guidance to visitors 
who need materials on such topics as LGBT, drugs, sexual 
assault, and other sensitive matters. She said she was very 
pleased to participate in the program and was impressed 
with the other members. 

"It's so critical today - we need all hands on 
deck," said Town Administrator Michael Gagne. 

Everyone in attendance lauded the services 
available at the library as Pizzolato provided statistics 
that showed 87% of residents hold active library cards, 
79,000 library visits per year, 284 programs, as well as 
technology, reading and writing, and financial literacy 
tutoring. 

Pizzolato said that the 3D printer acquired by the 
library has been a big hit with everyone in the community, 
but especially with school age children. 

She also said that visitors could borrow Wi-Fi hot 
spots from the library during extended stays in town. 

The library budget Pizzolato presented for FY18 
stands at $457,983 versus FY17 $435,232. 

Gagne called Pizzolato "a real twenty-first 
century librarian" who runs a 2h‘ century library. 

Also meeting with the Finance Committee was 
Water & Sewer Superintendent 
Henri Renauld, whose message was very clear - 
additional staffing is necessary. 

Renauld explained that both water and sewer 
personnel are deployed interchangeably to maintain 
plants and pumps, but with new wells and state 
requirements for staffing, a full-time position was 
necessary. 

"We have to staff everyday," Renauld told the 
committee members. He said that the water and sewer 
staff rotate weekends in order to maintain 24-7 coverage. 

But committee Chairman Pat Donoghue 
questioned the logic and cost. 

"We were told that with the new meter system we 
were going to save money," Donoghue said. "Shouldn't 
there be less pressure on staffing? Why isn't there a 
reduction in personnel?" 

Chuck McCullough, who assists the Water & 
Sewer Department in financial planning and long-range 
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St. Patty's Pay treats 
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goals, responded, "With the old system, we drove around 
twice a year ... it was very labor intensive. With the new 
system, we read meters every four to six weeks. We are 
able to identify domesfic leaks." 

He said fhaf by quickly idenfifying leaks, fhe 
town is able fo conserve wafer and save customers 
money. 

Donoghue said, "So you're saying if's better 
cusfomer service versus cosf savings." 

McCullough concurred. 

Renauld said fhaf presenfly he has 5.5 sfaff 
members in fhe field, one full-time clerk, and two part- 
time operational staff members, McCullough and former 
superinfendenf Nick Nicholson. The deparfmenf's FY18 


budgef reflecfs rounding ouf sfaffing fo a fofal of six. 

Regarding fhe wafer deparfmenf, he said fhaf 22 
million gallons of drinking wafer are processed servicing 
fhree fowns wifh a new well coming on-line fhaf will 
provide 400,000 gallons per day for Maffapoiseff alone in 
emergency sif nations. 

in ofher areas of his budgef, Renauld poinfed fo 
cosf savings in communicafion and gasoline consumpfion. 

Buf regarding fhe prolonged droughf, Renauld 
reminded fhe committee if affecfs sewer cosfs. 
Maffapoiseff's flow ownership increased as a direcf resulf 
of fhe droughf resulting in $50,000 in additional sewer 
freafmenf expenses. 

The esfimafed FY18 sewer deparfmenf budgef is 
$724,709, over FY17 af $674,775. 

The wafer deparfmenf budgef also reflecfs 
decreases in gasoline, elecfrical, and professional 
consulfing services, bringing fhe FY18 esfimafed fofal fo 
$1,361,869 versus FY17 $1,340,621. 

However, fowards fhe end of his presenfafion, 
Renauld warned of upcoming expenses. He said fhaf 
sewer freafmenf planf upgrades in Fairhaven will cosf 
Maffapoiseff $939,000. He plans on petitioning vofers af 
Town Meeting fo cover fhaf cosf wifh a 20-year bond. 

The nexf meefing of fhe Maffapoiseff Finance 
Committee is scheduled for Thursday, February 16, af 6:30 
pm in fhe town hall conference room. 
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Wellspring Farm Gets Peaceful Informal Review

The informal review for Wellspring Farm by fhe 
Rochesfer Planning Board on February 14 was unusually 
quief sans any abutters presenting fheir mosf recenf 
complainfs. 

James and Holly Vogel, owners of fhe 42 Hiller 
Road fherapeufic horseback riding facilify and farm, saf 
ready fo answer any quesfions as afforney George Boerger 
and engineer Joe Webby gave fhe informal presenfafion of 
fhe proposed sife plan for fhe commercial business. 

Planning Board Chairman Arnold Johnson 
ouflined fhe scope of fhe board's review as mosfly fraffic.

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parking, drainage, and screening. 

"But we reserve the right to add anything in there 
that may come up over the course of the hearing," said 
Johnson. 

One concern was a gravel road - one which 
engineer Rich Charon explained in a letter on behalf of 
fhe Vogels should be sufficienf enough for fhe proposed 
operafions af fhe sife - fhaf would be limifed fo exiting 
traffic. 

Boerger said fhe Vogels propose grading and 
resurfacing fhe gravel, also a concern from fhe Zoning 
Board of Appeals who have already granfed their permit 
for fhe projeef. 

A designafed enfrance and exif is proposed so 
fhaf vans and buses can pull in and drive righf fhrough. 
Neighbors have expressed concerns abouf the noise of 
alarms sounding from vans and buses in reverse. 

Also, parking on Hiller Road has been curbed 
wifh fhe placemenf of 'No Parking' signs, wifh parking 
redireefed info fhe properfy. 

"We're going fo be asking you fo provide parking 
counfs and we're going fo need fo verify fhose as well," 
said Johnson. How many cars come in fhere on a daily 
basis, af whaf fimes, and other relevant information, 
added Johnson. 

Planning Board member Gary Florindo brought 
up the idling of diesel engines, which has been a 
complain! of abuffers in fhe pasf. 
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"Idle time should be at a minimum," said 
Florindo. "That annoys the neighbors.... Sound does 
travel." 

Vogel said he had already posted 'No Idling' signs 
at the site in order to comply with the ZBA conditions 
of the permit. Some vehicles may start up a bit early to 
warm up the interior before the children board, but other 
than that, said Vogel, "We don't idle." 

"We're interested in vehicle trip [number 
counts]," said Johnson. "That's how we're going to 
determine everything." 

Locations for drop off and pick up will have to be 
clearly marked on the site plan. 

Webby, during his presentation, said one reason 
why the design stage has been slow is due to the above- 
mentioned gravel road within the 25-foot no-touch 
wetlands zone. Until they were able to assess when it was 
created and whether it was properly permitted, no one 
was certain on which way the design would go. 

"Now that we have a report confirming that the 
base of the road is good and properly permitted through 
conservation," said Webby, "We can now enter the design 
mentality..." 

Screening could be added in addition to the 
ZBA's conditions, said Johnson, but at the very least, 
the Planning Board would have to honor the ZBA 
requirements. 

"All the screening is consistent with what the 
ZBA required," said Boerger. 

Boerger said one neighbor specifically requested 
to not install a fence that would block a view of the tree 
canopy from their property. The Vogels said they wish 
to accommodate the neighbor, but the request must be 
approved by the ZBA first. 

As the presentation wrapped up, Jolmson said, 
"The reason for this meeting is to try and get most of this 
out there before you get too far along in the development 
of the project." 

Johnson said this site plan review was an 
"extensive application" that covers some "big stuff and 
small stuff," specifying a need to make clear bullet point 
remarks in the narratives. 
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Another non-contiguous parcel was discussed, 
for which the Vogels currently have no plan to expand or 
change. The parcel, located further down Walnut Plain 
Road, is used on occasion for experiential therapy for 
children who have little experience in a woodland setting. 

The Planning Board stated that it would continue 
to require the mandatory 40-foot apron along the road, 
despite a proposal to limit it to 20 feet. 

"I don't think we've ever waived the forty-foot," 
said Johnson. The board concurred. 

With no further questions, and without a peep 
from the audience, Johnson reminded Boerger that the 
board requires a two-week public notification before a 
public hearing, so a formal site plan review filing should 
be done sooner rather than later. 

The next meeting of the Rochester Planning Board 
is scheduled for February 28 at 7:00 pm at the Rochester 
Town Hall. 

Neighbors Concerned Over Land Trust Plans 

Mattapoisett Conservation Commission

During the February 13 meeting of the 
Mattapoisett Conservation Commission, the Mattapoisett 
Land Trust and Buzzards Bay Coalition sought permission 
for two projects that would open the way for public access 
on two parcels. 

Representing the MLT was President Mike

Huguenin accompanied by MLT member Paul 
Osenkowski. Representing the Buzzards Bay Coalition 
was Matt Spinner, land steward director. 

The two applications before the commissioners 
were for requests for a Determination of Applicability. 
Such applications are generally viewed only in the context 
of the Wetlands Protection Act by the commission. That 
point became a rub as the evening wore on. 

Up first was an RDA for 0 Acuslmet Road 
submitted by the MLT. In tJds request, the group sought 
permission to clear trees, overgrown vegetation and to 
install a trail to the Mattapoisett River near Tinkham 
Chapel. They also sought to place a memorial bench at the 
site in memory of Lorraine Walsh whose daughter Crystal 
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NOW ACCEPTING MAJOR CREDIT CARDS 


Walsh had approached the MLT regarding the idea. 

Huguenin described the planned clearing 
as removing dead or dangerous trees within the 
jurisdictional riverbank area for a small trail to the 
water's edge, modest clearing of invasive planfs, and 
fhe bench. Chairman Bob Rogers fhen explained fhe 
commission's problem wifh fhe plan. 

Rogers said, "in fhe flood zone, we can'f do 
anyfhing buf profecf all fhe vegefafion." He said fhaf due 
fo DEP regulations governing river areas, an RDA was 
insufficienf, fhaf fhe MLT would have fo submif a Notice 
of Infenf fhaf carried a higher degree of governmenfal 
oversighf - namely, fhe Deparfmenf of Environmenfal 
Profecfion. Rogers said fhaf in fairness fo everyone else 
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living along fhe riverbank, fhe NOl was necessary. 

"Because of fhe riverfronf, we can'f condition fhis 
wifh an RDA," Rogers said. "This may nof be allowed by 
fhe DEP." 

Rogers' commenfs were responded fo by 
Osenkowski who said, "If's time fhaf a board fhaf 
represenfs Maffapoiseff fells whaf's good for Maffapoiseff, 
nof Beacon Hill!" He pleaded fhaf fhe applicafion would 
be an improvemenf benefiting fhe communify wifh 
greafer access fo fhe resource area. Rogers said, "Buf we 
can'f touch a free wifhin 100 feef of fhe river fronf." 

There ensued nearly an hour of discussion fhaf 
included public inpuf as Rogers and Huguenin affempfed 
fo find a middle ground. 

Diane Zarfman, 116 Acushnef Road, said fhaf if 
fhe area was opened up for public use, if mighf encourage 
more vandalism, more inappropriate frash dumping 
fhan abuffers presenfly experience. She expressed doubfs 
regarding fhe wisdom of making fhe area welcoming 
wifhouf increased policing. 

A middle ground was ulfimafely found. Rogers 
and fhe ofher commissioners accepfed fhaf fhe MLT 
had a righf fo create a frail fhaf meandered fhrough fhe 
woods, buf fhaf fhey would also have fo file a NOI for free 
removal and insfallafion of fhe memorial bench. 

A similar applicafion from fhe Buzzards Bay 
Coalifion was mef wifh greafer abutter resisfance. 

The locafion along Long Plain Road leading fo fhe 
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MLT's Woodcock Preserve was another spot the Walsh 
family hoped to place a memorial bench for fheir mofher. 
Again, fhe wisdom of allowing greafer public access fo a 
resource area was quesfioned. 

Spinner described fhe creafion of a small, four-car 
parking area off Long Plain Road wifh a frail fhaf would 
cormecf fo a vernal pool in fhe MLT preserve. He said fhaf 
fhe BBC would insfall bog boards along fhe new frail. 

Buf Kimberly Pires, whose properly abufs fhe 
proposed projecf, was quife concerned saying, "Thai's 
going fo be a major problem." She said fhaf presently 
passersby feed her horses, causing fhe animals fo 
become sick. She said fhaf signage had nof slopped the 
problem, and that if a parking lof was creafed nexf fo her 


pasfurelands, she expecfed even more problems for her 
animals. 

"For me and my horses, fhis is a nighfmare," she 

said. 

Rogers was sympafhefic saying, "A posifive 
projecf shouldn'f cause a negafive impacf for you," buf 
fhaf fhose fypes of inconveniences were nof wifhin fhe 
scope of fhe Wetlands Protection Act. Pires questioned the 
point in attending the meeting if her concerns were nof 
going fo be faken info consideration. Rogers counfered 
fhaf she had a righf fo appeal fheir decision. 

Anofher abutter, Amy Rose-Bapfisfa, also spoke 
againsf fhe plan. She said, "We live in a rural area ... 1 
wanf if fo slay prisfine." Buf Huguenin said fhaf fhe MLT 
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and BBC were lawfully obligated to provide public access. 

Mike Costa, 18 Long Plain Road, worried about 
an increase in all-terrain vehicle use. He said that ATVs 
were a constant problem for residents in the area and 
that trails and parking would increase the nuisance. 
Osenkowski said that the MLT had problems with ATV 
use in other locations and that they tried to build in 
obstructions along the trails to discourage the drivers. 

in the end, the RDA received a Negative 3 
determination. 

Also coming before the board representing 
several clients was Rick Charon of Charon Associates. 
Charon received Negative 3 determinations on RDA 
applications for 16 Shore Drive owned by Patricia 
Tortorella for a second floor addition; 13 Cove Street 
owned by Judith Lamson for a sewer related utility shaft; 
14 Cove Street owned by Marc Brockman for a sewer 
related utility shaft and related sewer piping; and 11 Briar 
Road owned by Richard Priester for two new decks. All 
projects were within flood zones. 

Dorma McCaffery, 16 Cove Street, NOI 
application for the construction of a single family home 
on a barrier beach also represented by Charon was 
continued until February 27. 

The final hearing of the evening was represented 
by Jon Connell of Field Engineering for Julie Cabucio, 3 
Oyster Lane. The project is the construction of a garage 
within a flood zone. The NOI was conditioned to include 
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reference to FEMA Bulletin 5 to ensure compliance to all 
federal regulations. 

The next meeting of the Mattapoisett 
Conservation Commission is scheduled for February 27 at 
6:30 pm in the town hall conference room. 


Applicant Wants to Build in Wetlands 
No-Build Zone 

Marion Conservation Commission

Marion Conservation Commission members 
appeared a bit taken aback on February 8 when an 
applicant requested the commission vote on the spot 
rather than continue the public hearing, seemingly aware 
that the commission would deny the Notice of Intent. 

After the commission referred to the placement 
of a swimming pool and pool house plarmed for the no- 
build zone close to wetlands as "a stumbling block" and 
reiterating that building carmot take place within a no- 
touch zone, property owner Christian Loranger said he 
preferred the commission simply vote that evening so he 
could "move on." 

The public hearing was continued from the last 
meeting so that soil testing by a wetlands specialist could 
be undertaken. The commission also requested roof 
drains and some buffer zone lines added to the plan. 

Engineer Jamie Bissormette said the latest plan 
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reflected a reduction in the size ot the pool slated tor the 
no-touch zone, as well as some minimalizing ot grading at 
the location. 

Conservation Commission member Norm Hills 
reckoned the hearing would have to be continued since 
the information was only just received by the commission 
and needed an additional site visit. He then went on to 
address the pool and pool house. 

"The pool and pool house are where we really 
don't see [they] should be," said Hills. "We commented 
last time and you really said nothing about it." 

But it is just the way it has to be, according to 
Bissonnette. 

Bissonnette pointed out that tor years a barn 


stood on the spot ot the proposed pool, within that very 
no-touch zone, but the commission was not satisfled with 
that argument. 

"That's tine," said Hills, "but the problem is that 
existed a long time ago. We're talking about a clean sheet 
ot paper and this is not a good start tor a clean sheet ot 
paper." 

Chairman Cynthia Callow asked why the pool 
and pool house had to be on the site ot the old barn. 

"Tm not really sure where else we could put it on 
the site," said Bissonnette. 

The proposed pool house is 24 teet by 26 feet, 
which the commission noted was more the size ot a two- 
car garage than a 'pool house.' 
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Bissonnette said it would be more like a two- 
family situation with the addition, which was then 
described as more of an in-law suife wifh a kifchen, which 
would also be used as a 'pool house.' 

"If's almosf complefely inside fhe no-build zone," 
said commission member Jeffrey Doubrava. 

When Hills said fhe hearing would have fo be 
confinued af leasf, Loranger responded, saying, "I'd 
rafher nof confinue if.

Rochester to Accept Good Friday Off 

Rochester School Committee

Wifhouf relinquishing fheir sfance fhaf Good 
Friday should remain a full school day, members of fhe 
Rochesfer School Committee have decided fo acquiesce 
fo fhe school adminisfraf ion's recommendation fo resfore 
Good Friday as a day off from school "for fhe good of fhe 
communify" and fhe school in general. 

Having faced sfrong opposition over fhe pasf 
two years since school doors opened on the religious day 
of observance, fhe Rochesfer School Committee agreed 
fhaf energy spenf debafing fhe matter is beffer spenf 
elsewhere. 

"I made my feelings known fhaf I didn'f fhink 
if was appropriafe fo have a religious holiday off," 
said Chairman Tina Rood, referring fo fhe lasf fime she 
attended fhe Joinf School Committee meefing and fhe 
issue was resurrecfed. 

This school year on Good Friday school doors 
will be closed, a decision arrived af lasf year when Joinf 
members acknowledged fhaf Good Friday comes on fhe 
lasf day before April vacation. The decision fo close school 
fhaf day was, in essence, a slighf exfension fo fhe April 
break. 

Over fhe pasf fwo years, absenfeeism has been 
high on Good Friday for bofh sfudenfs and sfaff, wifh 
fhe disfricf unable fo find enough subsfifufe feachers and 
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paraprofessionals to cover for absent staff. 

The Rochester School Committee has all along 
maintained its stance on keeping religion separate from 
public schools, but it now concedes that continuing to hold 
classes on Good Friday might be to the detriment of the 
students. 

School Committee member Sharon Hartley 
lamented that the issue has become a contentious one 
between those who want Good Friday off and the school 
committee members who want to see school open that day. 

"It's too bad," said Hartley. "We should be able to 
come to a cohesive decision and support each other. I feel 
that that is a detriment to our schools. . 

Superintendent Doug White said the struggle is 
real to find substitute teachers on a daily basis, let alone on 
a day when so many staff members choose to stay home 
given the opportunity to do so for religious observance. 

"When we add a day like this and teachers have the 
opportunity to take this day [off] . . . we feel that we're really 
stretching our personnel," White said. 

Hartley added, "We need to be able to come to 
resolution together about it. We can't go on. ... I just feel that 
it's not healthy." 

Robin Rounseville concurred, agreeing that Good 
Friday should not be a day off. She said she preferred the 
day be handled differently, calling the result a "wishy- 
washy" day when students and staff weren't sure if they 
had to truly come to school, and important exams could 
not be held, lest absent students be punished for observing 
Good Friday. 

"And I can appreciate the point that [White] 
brought up about finding substitutes," said Rounseville. 

At this point in time, said Hartley, ". . .For the good 
of the community," the committee should accept Good 
Friday as a day off from school. 

There will be other battles for the school committee 
to fight in the future, said Rounseville. "We ought to just 
save our energy for those."

Gommittee is scheduled for March 23 at 4:30 pm at the 
ORRJHS media room.

Whife also sfafed fhaf he communicafes wifh 
ofher school superinfendenfs fo compare how various 
disfricfs in fhe area are responding before using all fhe 
information gafhered "fo eifher cancel or delay school 
on fhe basis of fiming of fhe weafher as fo whefher if will 
be safe for all sfudenfs and sfaff fo fravel fo and from 
school." 
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"I have to defer to those above me, but if it's 
about the safety of kids, I have no problems about [school 
being cancelled]," Vice Principal Mike Parker said about 
the subject. "It's a very tough call with regional schools, 
especially with three towns, because what's happening in 
Rochester isn't necessarily happening in Marion." 

Although flakes didn't begin to fall until mid-day 
on Thursday, the administrative decision to cancel school 
was without a doubt the right call. Having many student 
and parent drivers off the road and out of the rapidly 
deteriorating conditions that afternoon helped keep the 
community safe, a reason why it was appropriate to have 
school off on Friday, as well. Even if major roads in the 
Tri-Town had been plowed by Friday morning, many 
smaller streets and driveways were still blocked by snow. 

Students in the junior high and high schools 
were greeted with a two-hour delayed start on Monday 
morning as well, after road conditions in the early hours 
remained questionable. The previous day had created 
a thick icy layer on many roads, including North Street 
in Mattapoisett, as one junior high parent pointed out. 

The extra time before the start of school ensured safer 
conditions for buses and cars traveling to any of the area's 
schools. 

In addition to giving a four-and-a-half day 
weekend to the district, the snowstorm also provided 
a reprieve from the flu and norovirus that are currently 
spreading around the SouthCoast. The extended weekend 
from school gave students' immune systems a chance to 
rest from being on the defense from the viruses passed 
along through coughing and sneezing onto the many 
shared surfaces in the buildings. 

While safety due to the winter storm may have 
been the main reason behind the snow days, the district 
also provided a beneficial break in which to help stop the 
spread of the flu and norovirus.

delay, building costs rise. In my mind, to send them back 
to the drawing board is an exercise in futility. 

Some things are more important than a few extra 
dollars on our tax rate. The Town Hall and Library are 
iconic buildings and should continue to function for 
the same purposes for the next lOO-i- years. They are the 
cement for fhe village as are the General Store and the 
Post Office. 

I spend a lot of time in the Town Hall. Although 
the windows are not in good shape - and we probably 
could have replaced them with the money already spent - 
the building is structurally sound. When I am in the cellar, 
I marvel at the solid foundation and the huge beams.

We were presented with four options. I favor 
Option 3A, the Town Hall renovation without a large 
meeting room.

Much discussion and letters from John Waferman 
and Joe McDonough continually push for a new building 
so fhaf fhe Town House can be privafely developed. The 
currenf Town House Building Committee has reduced 
fhe renovation projecf and cosfs by eliminafing fhe large 
meeting room, fo bring fhe square foofage down fo 11,225 
square feef and developed a new building opfion wifh 
esfimafed cosfs. Thaf being said, fhe pefifion fhaf fhe 
above menfioned presenfed fo fhe Board of Selecfmen 
sfafes fhey wanf $35,000 fo form a new committee fo 
develop an alfernafive Town House of approximafely 
5,000 fo 7,000 square feef. Joe McDonough quofes The 
General Services Adminisfrafion's Workspace Ufilizafion 
and Allocation Benchmark of 222 square foof per person. 
To work wifh fhaf foofprinf would mean fhe Town House 
will be nofhing more fhan a field of low partitions and 
cubicles, which is whaf is shown in fhe manual. He 
also makes mention of Foxboro Town Hall and how 
fhey reduced space. The fown hall reduced space is 
15,990 square feef and cosfs being in fhe neighborhood 
of $10,200,000 for hard and soft cosfs. The $6.6 million 
menfioned by Joe McDonough af fhe Town House 
Committee's open house was an esfimafe in 2015. The 
pefifion also sfafes fhe following: "The Board of Selecfmen 
is direcfed fo reorganize and appoinf a committee for 
New Town House Planning consisfing of five members 
which shall include a member from fhe Planning Board 
and member of fhe Finance Committee.

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About Time

Arrival. Starring Amy Adams and Jeremy Renner.

Arrival, a Best Picture Oscar nominee that hits 
home video this week, is a poem about time. That may 
seem a lofty description of a sci-fi movie about a dozen 
alien spacecrafts hovering over various parts of Earth, 
but that's what it shakes out as. Its direction, by Denis 
Villeneuve, is sure and deliberate and hushed; Villeneuve, 
I'm guessing, coached his cast seldom to speak much 
above a murmur. That befits a movie about human 
communication and its limits — limits founded in our 
equally limited understanding of time. 

This is a pensive experience that evokes 
something very much like awe, though on some level 
it's a bit of a letdown. Unlike, say, 2001 or Solaris (either 
version), it hews too closely to conventional narrative, 
to a Hollywood knot cinching things together for the 
popcorn-munchers. Ultimately it acquiesces to a human 
viewpoint, wedded to a third-act conflict ginned up by 
our brusque modern boogeyman China. (Then it wipes 
that conflict away conveniently with the gentle spectre of 
grief.) I am trying to step lightly around the plot, which is, 
in any event, not the best reason to see nor the best level 
on which to process Arrival. 

What I can tell you is that the aliens almost-land, 
and the military, represented by Forest Whitaker, recruits 
linguist Louise Banks (Amy Adams) and theoretical 
physicist Ian Dormelly (Jeremy Rermer) to find out what 
the visitors want. The visitors, when we see them, are 
foggily-seen critters the humans call "heptapods." They 
look sinister as hell, and they communicate via inky, 
jagged circles drawn in the air (or their version of air — 
they are separated from the humans by a transparent 
barrier). Louise's job is to figure out what the language- 
circles mean, and somewhere offscreen she devises a 
code. It's clear Villeneuve and scripter Eric Heisserer 
aren't interested in the linguistic nuts and bolts of how 
Louise deciphers the heptapods' scribbles. The real point 



of the film isn't the literal meaning of the language but its 
shape. 

I suppose this is old news to veteran science- 
fiction readers; even if we discount the movie's source 
material, Ted Chiang's 1998 novella "The Story of Your 
Life," there's Kurt Vonnegut's Slaughterhouse-Five and 
its Tralfamadorians with their apprehension of time as 
simultaneity. A man, or a teenage girl, who is alive now 
is also dead elsewhere in time, and vice versa. Arrival 
hints and feints at a new way of reckoning life, time, and 
lifetime, but then wraps it neatly in a Chicken Soup for the 
Soul formulation along the lines of "If you knew how your 
life would play out, would you do the same things?" This 
yokes the story's metaphysical concerns to a comforting 
tale of someone who knows that certain choices she will 
make will lead to heartbreak eventually, but who makes 
them anyway. 

It's comforting because we in the audience can't 
know our future, but are reassured that whatever choice 
we do make will be for the best. That remains to be seen, 
always. The movie falters at the end zone. I don't know 
what it should have done; maybe the accumulation of awe 
and mystique sort of paints the film into a literalist corner. 
But most of it is masterfully assembled, with great near- 
wordless performances from Renner (whose gobsmacked 
smile after his first trip inside the spacecraft is perfect) 
and especially Adams, who conveys everything we want 
from a hero without stepping outside the bounds of a 
fallible human. "HUMAN," reads Louise's first volley of 
English language to the visitors, as if that were the most 
impressive fact about her instead of the equivalent of a 
gnat holding up a sign to us reading "GNAT." As best I 
can recall, the aliens politely let it slide.
